LI-COLiCKERMl 
HAD  BRILLIANT 
ARMY  CAREER 


A  prominent  citizen  of  Peterbor- 
ough, Lt.-Col.  Charles  H.  Ackerman, 
died  in  hospital  at  Picton,  on  Sun- 
day, March  18lh,  1962,  following  an 
illness  of  about  a  year.  Mr:  Acker- 
man  had  a  brillian  army  career  be- 
ginning when  he  enlisted  in  the  First 
World  War.  He  also  took  an  a-ctive 
part  in  civic  work  in  Pet'erborough, 
serving  on  the  council  for  a  time 
and  as  a  director  in  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

He  was  interested  in  mining  and 
was  an  associate  in  the  Waite-Acker- 
man  Copper  Mine.  He  did  consider- 
able exploratory  work  at  an  ore  out- 
cropping about  four  miles  east  of 
Marmora  which  was  known  as  the 
Ackerman  Mine  but  the  tests  did  not 
show  a  sufficient  ore  body  to  develop 
a  mine. 

Funeral  was  heM  in  St.  John's 
Anglican  Church,  Peterborough  on 
Wednesday,  March  21st.  Interment 
Little   Lake   cemetery. 

Surviving  are  four  children,  Mrs. 
.J.  A.  Otterway  (Nancy)  of  Guildford, 
England;  Joan  of  Peterborough; 
Arthur  of  Oakville,  and  Lieut.  Com- 
mander Benjamin  Ackerman  of  Vic- 
toria, B.A.;  a  brother,  William  C. 
Ackerman,    Peterborough.

THE  FAMILY  IN  EUROPE 


OUR  BRANCH  IN  AMERICA 


We  believe  that  our  family  name  originated  late 
in  the  tenth  century.  The  earliest  verified  date 
is  of  Hendricic  Akkerman  born  in  Ghent  in  1260. 
Most  of  the  family  probably  lived  In  Flanders  but 
many  of  the  early  records  have  been  destroyed  in 
the  various  wars,  as  this  area  has  always  been  a 
battleground,  even  twice  in  our  generation. 

Frans  Ackerman,  a  grandson  of  Hendrick  raised  an 
army  and  led  a  revolt  against  the  oppression  of 
the  Count  of  Flanders  in  1370,  Although  he  won 
several  battles  defeating  the  troops  of  the  King 
of  France,  eventually  in  1385,  due  to  the  failure 
of  promised  English  assistance,  the  war  was  lost. 
Altho  the  fight  for  democracy  did  not  succeed, 
better  conditions  were  gained. 

When  the  Spanish  invaded  the  Lowlands  in  1568 
many  of  the  Ackermans  fled  to  the  Palatine 
section  of  Germany.  In  I6l8  the  Thirty  Years  War 
started  In  Germany  and  this  forced  another  move, 
to  Northern  Netherlands.  By  1630  the  Spanish  had 
been  cleaned  out  of  South-Eastern  Netherlands  and 
the  Ackermans  moved  back  to  this  locality.  The 
Eighty  Years  War  with  Spain  ended  in  16^+8  but 
strong  religious  feelings  continued  in  this  area. 

David  Ackerman  was  born  about  I6l^,  and  was 
married  in  16^1  to  Lysbet  iiB^lliers.  They  were 
living  at  Berlicum,  North  Brabant,  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  Dutch  Republic  when  they 
decided  to  emigrate  to  America. 

They  left  Amsterdam  about  September  2nd,  1662  on 
the  ship  VOS .  Probably  some  time  was  spent  in  an 
English  port  and  then  about  Sept.  30th  the  VOS 
proceeded  to  the  New  Netherlands.  After  a  stormy 
voyage  they  arrived  at  New  Amsterdam  on 
November  l4,  1662. 

It  Is  believed  that  David  was  sick  when  he 
arrived.  He  died  sometime  between  November  1662 
and  March  1663,  leaving  the  widow  Lysbet  and  six 
children  -

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SIXTH  ANNUAL  REUNION 

The  "Old  Bergen"  Church  in  Jersey  City,  N.  J.  was  the  scene  of  the  6th 
Annual  Reunion  and  Business  Meeting  of  "DAVID  ACKERMAN  DESCENDANTS"-1662,  on 
October  21,  L967.  Once  again  an  enthusiastic  group  of  Ackerman  cousins  enjoyed 
the  opportunity  to  meet  together,  this  time  in  the  second  oldest  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  with  the  Pastor,  Dr.  John  I.  Soeter,  serving  as  our 
gracious  host. 

For  the  first  time,  a  D.A.D.  Hospitality  Committee  composed  of  Elizabeth 
Baura  (Mrs.  LeRoy  G. )  and  Robert  and  Alma  Ackerman  was  in  charge  of  refreshments 
in  the  morning  and  dessert  and  coffee  following  the  picnic  luncheon. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Committees  and  the  President's  Report  showed  that 
D.A.D.  has  made  much  progress  during  1966-67>  particularly  in  the  area  of  internal 
organization.  "With  the  adoption  of  new  By-Laws  and  D.A.D. 's  incorporation  as  a 
non-profit  organization  under  the  revised  statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  o\ir 
association  is  ready  to  move  ahead  more  rapidly  to  achieve  its  important  goals." 
So  said  our  President. 

William  F.  Ackerman,  Chairman  of  the  Genealogy  Committee  reported  that  his 
Committee  Members  are  working  diligently.  Their  objective  is  that  of  eventually 
publishing  a  complete  Ackerman  Genealogy. 

The  broader  publicity  being  released  in  connection  with  our  Annual  Reunion 
is  resulting  in  many  responses  from  individuals  all  over  the  country  who  think 
they  may  be  direct  descendants  of  David  of  1662.  This  is  helping  to  enroll  new 
members  and  the  material  the  letters  contain  is  most  helpful  to  the  Genealogical

blueprints  and  drawings  vJiich  helped  to  explain  the  evolution  of  this  famous 
structure.  His  interesting  and  enlightening  presentation  served  as  a  most 
appropriate  prelude  to  the  Dedication  on  the  following  day,  at  River  Edge,  N,  J. 

THE  ACKERMAN-ZABRISKIE-VON  STEUBEN  HOUSE 

THE  DEDICATION  CEREI^ONY 


Sunday,  October  22,  196?,  was  indeed  a  Red  Letter  Day  for  D.A.D. !  In  a 
brief  State-sponsored  ceremony.  New  Jersey's  most  frequently  visited  Historic 
Site,  knovm  for  almost  forty  years  as  "The  Steuben  House",  was  officially  renamed, 
"The  Ackerman-Zabriskie-Von  Steuben  House",  The  event  climaxed  research  and 
negotiations  carried  on  by  our  Association  steadily  for  more  than  eighteen  months. 

As  D.A.D.  members  know,  the  dedication  took  place  during  the  fifth 
Anniversary  Reunion  week-end,  and  as  a  result,  a  number  of  visiting  out-of-state 
Ackerraans  attended  as  did  many  of  their  local  cousins  and  a  generous  sprinkling 
of  Zabriskies  and  Steuben  Society  members.  Also  present  were  a  large  group  of 
interested  area  residents  and  a  total  of  twenty-three  representatives  of  leading 
local  and  State  historical  organizations,  which  had  been  cordially  invited  to  send 
delegates  to  the  ceremony. 

The  day  was  sunny  and  bright  and  a  brisk  autumn  breeze  stirred    American 
and  State  flags  suspended  from  the  two  central  posts  of  the  narrow  veranda  -  on 
which  the  speakers  were  seated,  either  side  of  the  open  front  door. 

The  chairs  for  the.  audience  had  been  placed  on  the  leaf -strewn  hard  surface 
of  the  dead-end  New  Bridge  Road,  just  beyond  the  property's  split  rail  fence  and 
facing  the  little  front  yard  and  the  porch.  Warmed  by  the  slanting  rays  of  late 
October  sunlight,  the  large  group  listened  attentively  to  the  program  which  had 
been  planned  by  Rosa  A.  Livingston,  Chairman  of  the  D.A.D.  Ackerman  Ancestral 
Homes  Committee  and  Arthur  F,  Ackerman,  a  past  president  of  D.A.D.  and  his  wife 
Barbara,  who  were  in  charge  of  coordinating  contacts  with  the  State  and  other 
interested  groups,  in  securing  recognition  of  Ackerman  connections  with  the  house 
as  well  as  the  land,  T,  Robert  Kammer,  President  of  the  Bergen  County  Historical 
Society,  George  0,  Zabriskie  and  the  head  of  the  Steuben  Society  cooperated  in 
the  planning  v\*iich  was  delegated  to  D.A.D.  by  Jack  E.  Boucher,  Supervisor,  Historic 
Sites  Section,  New  Jersey  Department  of  Conservation  and  Economic  Development  - 
which  owns  State  Historic  Sites, 
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Mr,  Kammer  served  as  Master  of  Ceremonies  and  the  flag  salute  was  led  by 
the  Bergen  County  "Militia  Regiment"  which  added  a  delightful  touch  of  color  and 
action  to  the  ceremony.  Dressed  in  the  homespun  shirt  and  leather  breeches  of 
Revolutionary  foot  soldier,  the  trio  marched  and  handled  their  antique  muskets 
with  amazing  precision.  They  appeared  again  at  the  end  of  the  program  to  demon- 
strate the  complicated  musket-firing  drill  routine  which  General  Von  Steuben, 
Washington's  drill-master,  taught  to  the  untrained  Colonial  troops. 

Wayne  Daniels,  leader  of  the  "regiment"  consisting  of  three  men,  explained 
that  his  fighting  group  has  shrunk  in  numbers  because  they  are  "all  that  is  left"! 

The  Rev,  William  S,  Ackerman,  President  of  D.A.D.,  delivered  the  invocation. 
This  was  followed  by  brief  remarks  by  State  Assemblyman  Skevin  and  Freeholder 
Mazur,  The  latter  explained  his  recent  proposal  that  the  county  construct  a  new 
building,  to  be  known  as  History  House,  on  property  adjoining  the  Historic  Site, 

Rosa  Livingston  introduced  Arthur  Ackerman,  a  direct  descendant  of  David 
the  builder  of  the  house,  who  delivered  her  statement  describing  the  original 
"House  that  David  Built"  as  a  three  room  hipped  roof  structure,  comprising  the 
present  kitchen,  hall  and  the  adjoining  half  of  the  present  living  room  or  parlor  - 
an  elaborate  home  in  those  pioneer  days,  Pierre  Zabriskie  spoke  for  his  family 
and  representatives  of  the  Polish  American  Society  and  the  Steuben  Society  touched 
on  the  contributions  made  by  each  of  these  organization  to  the  history  of  the  old 
house. 

Highlighting  the  dedication,  Mr,  Boucher  brought  greetings  from  the  State 
and  unveiled  an  in¥>ressive  new  bronze  marker  bearing  the  title  "Ackerman-Zabriskie- 
Von  Steuben  House",  A  copy  of  the  ccanplete  wording  appears  in  this  issue  of  the 
NEWSLETTER. 

The  marker  will  be  placed  in  a  prominent  position  in  the  sma-ll.  entrance  hall, 
with  a  light  focused  i:ipon  it  to  encourage  reading  by  visitors, 

14r,  Boucher  then  announced  that  the  State  will  work  closely  with  the  Bergen 
County  Historical  Society  in  restoring  the  house  as  an  18th  century  home.  A  plea 
was  made  by  Mr,  Kammer  for  donations  or  loans  of  antique  furniture  and  artifacts 
of  the  Dutch  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  periods  -  to  complete  the  furnishing  of 
the  house,  which  has  been  recently  cleaned  and  rearranged  by  Mr,  Boucher's  staff 
and  the  Society, 

Following  a  final  appearance  of  the  "Militia  Regiment"  the  program  concluded 
with  the  benediction  by  Rev,  Ackerman.  Refreshments  were  then  served  by  the  women 
members  of  the  D.A.D.  Board,  in  the  parlor  of  the  charming  Dutch  Colonial  home- 
stead which  has  now  officially  become  an  Ackerman  Ancestral  Home,

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EXCERPTS  FROM 


THE  D.A.D.  STATEMENT  IN  DEDICATION  PROGRAM  / 

Compiled  by  Rosa  A,  Livingston,  Chairman, 
History  and  Archives  Committee 

Today  we  are  gathered  at  this  historic  place  to  witness  a  truly  significant 
event  in  the  history  of  Bergen  County  and  New  Jersey, 

Yesterday,  at  the  Reunion  of  D.A.D. ,  held  at  "Old  Bergen"  Church  in  Jersey 
City,  it  was  reported  that  documented  facts  proving  conclusively  that  David 
Ackerman  was  the  original  builder_^of  this  homestead,  had  been  accepted  by  the 
Historic  Sites  Section  of  the  State  Department  of  Conservation  and  Economic 
Development. 

David,  born  in  Berlicum,  Holland,  in  1653  was  about  nine  years  old  when  he 
landed  in  Niew  Amsterdam  with  his  father,  his  mother  (lysbeth  de  Villiers)  and 
his  brothers  and  sisters.  In  1680  he  married  Hillegont  Ver  Planck  in  New  York 
and  after  they  crossed  the  Hudson  and  established  their  heme  they  became  organizers 
of  the  "Church  on  the  Green"  in  Hackensack. 

For  many  years  tradition  named  Jan  Zabriskie  as  the  first  builder  of  this 
house  even  though  some  historians  have  known  that  the  house  predated  Zabriskie 
ownership. 

When  these  facts  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  D.A.D.  Board,  the 
Ackerman  Ancestral  Homes  Committee  was  asked  to  attempt  to  prove  this  claim,  in 
accordance  with  our  Association's  aims  and  purposes.  It  was  finally  documented 
after  almost  two  years  of  intensive  research. 

According  to  the  nationally  recognized  historical  architect  Loring  McMillen, 
D.A.D.  consultant,  the  original  part  of  the  house,  a  hipped  roof  stiructure,  was 
built  by  David  soon  after  he  purchased  the  land  in  1695.  It  had  a  kitchen, 
central  haJ.1  and  parlor.  When  David's  son  Johannes  inherited  the  property,  he 
added  another  room  to  the  north  end  of  the  parlor  -  extending  the  house  to  its 
present  length. 

Sometime  before  Johannes'  son  Nicholas  sold  the  house  to  Jan  Zabriskie 
(in  1750)  three  of  the  four  small  rooms  on  the  first  floor  in  the  reaiJ  were  added 
and  the  stairway  and  the  attic  bedroom  were  completed. 

Now  let  us  visualize  through  our  imagination  David's  life  and  times.  The 
comfortable  homestead,  surrounded  by  fertile  fields,  had,  no  doubt,  an  herb  garden 
and  kitchen  garden;  v^iile  on  the  baiiks  of  the  wide  and  swift- flowing  Hackensack 
River  stood  the  Ackerman  tide-water  mills.  Here  David  and  his  sons  led  busy  lives 
grinding  grain  brought  by  their  neighbors  by  oxcart  or  horseback  or  by  water  in 
Dutch  sloops  or  yawls,  from  their  scattered  farms  down  stream  and  from  as  far 
upstream  as  present-day  River  Edge.  Perhaps,  too,  occasionally  Indians  from  the 
Hackensack  tribe  of  the  Lenni  Lenape  stopped  to  trade  with  their  Dutch  neighbors. 

Much  has  happened  since  those  early  days,  but  the  names  of  Ackerman  and

The  Text  of  the  New  Marker 

"Original  part  built  by  David  Ackerman  "Senior"  of  Hackensack  following 
his  purchase  of  420  acres  here  in  1695.  Occupied  until  1745  by  three  generations 
of  Ackermans  -  David;  his  son  Johannes,  who  inherited  the  property  before  1714> 
expanding  the  house  to  its  present  length;  and  by  Nicholas,  grandson  of  the  builder. 
All  farmed  and  operated  tide  water  mills  on  this  side. 

Purchased  in  1745  by  John  Zabriskie  from  Nicholas  Ackerman  and  the  estate 
of  Johannes  Ackerman.  Enlarged,  and  used  as  home  and  mercantile  establishment  by 
three  generations  of  Zabri skies. 

Confiscated  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey  in  1784  from  John  Zabriskie,  loyalist, 
son  of  John  the  first  Zabriskie  owner.  Presented  as  a  gift  to  General  Von  Steuben 
in  1786  by  Act  of  New  Jersey  State  Legislature,  in  appreciation  of  services  during 
the  Revolutionary  ]iJaT, 

Sold  in  1788  by  Von  Steuben,  vdio  never  occupied  the  property,  to  a  third 
John  Zabriskie,  son  of  the  loyalist,  and  grandson  of  the  first  Zabriskie  owner. 
Occupied  by  him  as  home  and  business  establishment  until  his  death  in  1793. 

Purchased  in  1815  by  a  relative,  Andrew  Zabriskie.  Occupied  by  him  and  his 
descendants  until  1909. 

Now /an  Historic  Site  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  acquired  in  1928,"

NEW  FINDINGS  NEAR  ACKERMAN-ZABRISKIE-VON  STEUBEN  HOUSE 

Exploratory  excavations  along  the  bank  of  the  Hackensack  River,  in  front  of 
the  Ackerman-Zabriskie-Von  Steuben  House  were  carried  on  in  the  fall  of  I967  by 
Roland  Robbins,  noted  archiologist,  in  an  attenipt  to  discover  the  site  of  the  docks 
or  wharfs  which  are  known  to  have  existed  there  during  the  busy  years  when  the 
Ackermans  received  shipments  of  grain  and  lumber  to  be  processed  by  their  tide 
water  mills,  and  the  Zabriskies  later  carried  on  a  lively  mercantile  trade. 

When  the  digging  was  interrupted  by  the  weather  and  high  tides  only  a  few 
items  had  been  brought  to  light.  These  include  solec.jaf  t^hoos  and  bones  of  animals, 
probably  pigs  -  as  well  as  massive  pine  tijnbers  which  might  well  have  been  part  of 
the  whai'f . 
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Mr,  Robbins  is  well  knovm  for  his  restoration  of  America's  first  ironworks 
at  Saugus,  Massachusetts.  He  has  also  done  extensive  work  at  Sterling  Furnace, 
Ringwood  and  PhiUipse  Manor.  His  work  near  the  Ackerman-Zabriskie-Von  Steuben 
House  was  carried  on  at  the  request  of  the  Bergen  County  Historical  Society.  We 
hope  that  the  excavations  may  continue  at  some  futiire  time.

PICTURES  OF  BERLICUM  ADDED  TO  ARCHIVES

I  would 
like  to  have  the  church  marriage  records  of  1793-1827  that  you 
mentioned  and  any  baptism  records  that  show  sponsors,  to  give 
a  clue  to  relatives  and  friends.  Would  appreciate  your 
suggestions  in  securing  these. 

The  name  Jacob  very  seldom  appears  in  early  Ackerman  records 
but  this  may  be  a  corruption  of  Jacobus,  meaning  James,  which 
was  common.  The  wife's  name  would  solve  the  problem.

I  understand  that  you  have  the  papers  covering  a  Crown  land  grant 
to  James  Ackerman  in  1801.  Would  you  be  willing  to  sell  a  Xerox 
copy  of  the  deed  and  at  what  price?  We  would  like  to  have  a  copy 
for  our  family  records  and  hope  that  it  will  help  identify  this 
James  Ackerman.  We  suspect  that  he  is  one  of  the  Ackerman 
loyalists  that  first  settled  in  Fredericton,  N.B,  in  1783  and 
later  moved  to  upper  Canada. 

I  would  be  interested  in  knowing  about  any  records  of  Ackerman 
families  in  Canada.

Fiany  of  the  Loyalist  petitions  for  land  and  other  compensation  together 
with  associated  supporting  documents  (Upper  Canada  Sundries )are  in  the ^ 
.^bLl4c.A5<;. hiy.es  .ot  ..C4.nad^._in_0|t'tawa^.  The  Ontario  "Archives "^as""a  large 
collection  of  records  of  the  early  Surveyor-Generals  and  Commissioners  of 
Crown  Lands,  containing  details  relating  to  land  grants  to  Loyalists  and 
their  children.  There  are  also  various  private  collections  here  pertaining 
to  Loyalists  who  settled  in  this  Province.  Other  Provincial  Archives,  such 
as  that  in  Nova  Scotia,  have  similar  records.  Various  county  registry 
offices  contain  registers  of  land  transfers,  while  certain  early  churches

THE  FIRST  LEGISLATURt  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 


"The  Legislature  of  New  Brunswick  met  for  the  first  time  in 
St.  John,  on  the  3rd  January,  1786,  As  there  were  no  legislative 
buildings  in  St.  John^  the  assembled  wisdom  of  the  Province  had 
to  resort  to  an  inn,  the  Mallard  House,  which  seems  to  have  been 
the  principal  hotel  in  St.  John  at  the  time.  Only  thirteen  members 
put  in  an  appearance  the  first  day   and  no  business  was  done."

"The  session  of  1787,  was  the  last  that  was  held  in  the 
City  of  Saint  John.  Governor  Carleton  had,  for  reasons  best 
known  to  himself,  decided  that  St.  Anne's  Point  should  be  the 
Capital  of  the  Province,  anu  accordingly  a  town  had  been  laid 
out  at  that  place,  which  was  named  Fredericton,  after  the 
second  son  of  the  King.  The  transfer  of  the  seat  of  government 
took  place  in  October,  1786,  at  which  time  Governor  Carleton 
took  up  his  residence  at  Fredericton,  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Council  at  that  place  being  held  on  the  30th  October..."

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THE  FIRST  LEGISLATURE  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 


"The  Legislature  of  New  Brunswick  met  for  the  first  time  in 
St.  John,  on  the  3rd  January,  1786.  As  there  were  no  legislative 
buildings  in  St.  John,  the  assembled  wisdom  of  the  Province  had 
to  resort  to  an  inn,  the  Mallard  House,  which  seems  to  have  been 
the  principal  hotel  in  St.  John  at  the  time.  Only  thirteen  members 
put  in  an  appearance  the  first  day  and  no  business  was  done."

"The  session  of  1787,  was  the  last  that  was  held  in  the 
Cxty   of  Saint  John.  Governor  Carleton  had,  for  reasons  best 
known  to  himself,  decided  that  St.  Anne's  Point  should  be  the 
Capital  of  the  Province,  and  accordingly  a  town  had  been  laid 
out  at  that  place,  which  was  named  Fredericton,  after  the 
second  son  of  the  King.  The  transfer  of  the  seat  of  government 
took  place  in  October,  1786,  at  which  time  Governor  Carleton 
took  up  his  residence  at  Fredericton,  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Council  at  that  place  being  held  on  the  30th  October..."
